It will also declare that th 
Republicans are against the dubasemon 
of tho currency and are therefore in favor 
of the present gold standard. 


The Republican party will be given 


credit for having brought about the re 
sumption act,which has also "maintained 
every dollar at a parity, whether coin or 
paper," and that the "standard of money 
should be, as it always has been, and i 
now, equal to that of tho moat enlighten 
ed nations of the world." 


These declarations embody the wishes 


of the friends of Major MoKinley, and 
tbe men who are now here approve them. 
If the resolution should bo changed i 
will be by the committee on resolutions 
or thejconvention itself,butthisisuotliko 
ly, because it contains all that its asked 
for except by tbe most extreme gold men 
who want a straight single gold standard 
declaration and nothing more. There is 
somo opposition to the reference to an in 
ternattonal agreement, but those who de- 
sire that language inserted in tbe resolu- 
tion day that the party should not place 
itself in opposition to tho coinage of silver 
under an international agioement if such 
an arrangement could be made, but the 
party is not to be pledged to bring about 
such an agreement, which is a contention 
of some of the delegates. 


It is believed by those who have exam- 


ined the proposed financial resolution that 
it will meet every demand that can be 
made by the eastern men and that it will 
be incorporated into the platform when 
adopted. 


Anti-McKlnley Conference. 


The movements of the men who are op- 


posed to Major McKinley have been very 
quiet, but it is understood that smco the 
arrival of Mr. Quay yesterday there has 
been a conference of men representing the 
different candidates, those present beipg 
Thomas C. Platt for Governor Morton, 
Senator Quay for himself.

MINI- FIRE LOSS Is $50.000. 


Particulars of the Disaster at Taylor 


vlljle-—No Fatalities. 


Taylorville, 111., June 13.—-The prop 


erty of the Tayiorville Coal company pro 
sonts a desolate appearance today afte 
the damaging firo of yesterday. Th 
main shaft of tho mines took fire in th 
oil room at the bottom and the flame 
rushed up the shaft and set fire to tho to] 
works, totally destroying tbe derrick, to 
scales, railroad scales, coal bins, screens 
air compressor, engine room, all the en 
gioes used in hoisting and compressing 
air, boiler room and boilers and the office 
entailing a loss estimated by tlie pom 
pany's general manager at $50,000. A 
the time the fire broke out tho fans neec 
for forcing air down the shaft were fore 
ing are down, imperiling the lives o: 
eighty-five men at work in the mine, bu 
the fans were reversed by the superin 
tendent so as to force tbe down mine No 


and out tbe burning shaft, thus lessen 


ing tbe danger below, but creating a sue 
tion upward at tho burning shaft that 
caused the total destruction of everything 
above tha ground. Had the fans been 
allowed to run as usual, tho top works 
could have- been saved, but the flro wouls 
have been driven through the mine by thi 
air currout. No lives were lost and no 
one was injured. It is now impossible 
to tell tho amount of damage done below 
is tho dense smoke has prevented ap- 
proach to the burnt district.

weeks about electricity as a factor for do- 
structiveness in the -various species of gy 
rating storm-clouds known as cyclones, 
drechoes and tornaooes. In all this vol- 
uminous mass of so-called scientific opin- 
ions and deductions, one fact seams to 


been entirely overlooked, namely, 


that wind in rapid motion needs but lit- 
tle assistance from electricity. When the 
velocity Is but fifty miles tra hour the 
pressure of air in motion is equal to 
twelve pounds to the square foot of re 
slating surface. 
When tho velocity raisis 


to 100 miles per hour it is equal to forty- 
nine pounds to the sqnuare foot, the aug- 
mentation of force being always propor- 
tional to tbo square of the velocity. It 
needs no further elaboration or^amplinca- 
tion of this statement to convey to the lr« 
telligent reader an idea of the irresistible 
force which such a rapidly moving mass 
of air roust have—a power great enough 
to tear down any structure that has yet 
been made by IBBE, or to uproot forests of 
the largest trees that now grow, or have 
ever grown on the earth's surface.
